DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to the submission filed on 5/22/09. Claims 1 and 3-6 are presented for 
examination. 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1 and 3-6 are allowed. 

2. Gursoy and Ju teach a method for labeling multi material data, the steps including 
acquisition of external data, storage of cell data through octree division of the external data, and 
simulation using the cell data. However, these references and the remaining prior art of record 
fails to disclose or suggest 

"(Dl) assigning all the non-boundary cells space numbers different for respective spaces 
partitioned by boundary data; and 

(D2) assigning each vertex of the boundary cell the space number of the neighboring non- 
boundary cell that is not partitioned by the boundary data", 

in combination with the remaining elements and features of the claimed invention. It is for these 
reasons that the applicant's invention defines over the prior art of record
